Wo have beon favored with a copy of 
the City Charter, but owing to its length, 
tho pressure of other mattor, and tho late- 
ness of its reception, we are prevented 
from giving it thia week in extenso. Tho 
following synopsis of its provisions will 
doubtless prove nocoptablo to the citizens. 

Section 1—Constitutos the mbabitants 
of Virginia a body politic and corporate 
with perpetual succession and with powors 
of suit and n common seal. 

Section 2 wo give verbatim, That all 
that Torntory embraced within the follow- 
ing limite, to-wit. beginning 30 fect 1n tho 
rear of tho north-west corner of the double 
cabin now ocoupied by Frank Raeger & Co, 
located on tho west mdo of Alder Creck, 
thence in a southerly direction parallel 
with said Alder creek one mile and a quar- 
tei, thence in an easterly direction one mile 
andahalf, thengo in a northerly dnection 
one mile and afquaiter, thence in a westerly 
direction one mile and a half tothe place 
of boginning. 

Sec, 3 —Any tract of land adjoining tho 
city may be laid off in town lots, recorded 
and annexed to the corporation. 

Sec 4—Tbe corporation as such to have 
all the legal and equitable rights of a private 
citizen and may buy real, personal o1 mixed 
estate fo. burial ground or other pubhe 
purposes.

They deserve this 
commiseration—tbe others? do not. The 
rebels brought tlieir punisbmenb on them- 
selves, and are the authors of all the mise- 
ry, devastation and ruin caused by tho re- 
bellions Very properly these gentlemen 
are told to mind thoir own business.
